The U.S. Defense Department will be forced to concede the 
existence of flying saucers within the next six montls, says L.J. 
Lorensen, intema tional director of the usually conservative UPO 
research group, Aerial Phenomena Research Organisation, of Tucson, 
Arizona. He said he believed President Nixon, the CIA and the 
Defense Department were undertaking a campaign to "prepare the 
public for the news that UFOS are real", prompted by considerations 
that include: 

+ Pear that some other nation, possibly Prance, will sooan 
publicly declare that UFOs exist. 

+ Indications that indicate most Americans now believe in 
flying sauers, and that Government denials lack credibility. 

+ New Government evidence that UFOs and thdr occupants mean no 
barm to earth. 

Lorenzen said these reasons , and fears by the Defense Depart¬ 
ment that extra-terrestrial beings might stage a dramatic "over 
act" at any time to prove their existence, has prompted the 
Department to review the historic stand that UFOs exist only in the 
mind of eccentrics.

RADAR TRACKS "GHOSTS" IN THE PACIFIC. 

Major Dallas van Hoose, spokesman at the US Army's Hunts¬ 
ville, Alabama, missile base, confirmed recently that "some 
unexplained aerial phenomena" 1 we re observed during a tracking 
exercise. Scientats, many of whom are reluctant to be named in 
interviews because of general public scepticism over UFOs, say 
privately they have been unable, to find any explanation for the 

"ghost ships".Huntsville houses the army's ballistic missile 

defence systems command, which analyses rsults of missile tests in 
the Kwajalein atoll region of the,Marshall Islands. Last August, 
The USAF launched a Minuteman intercontinental ballistic missile 
from Yandenburg AFB aimed forthe Kwajalein missile range, which is 
used by the Army, AirForce and Navy. ' When the ICBM was screaming 
towards the Pacific tests site, it began its descent in a normal 
ballistic tra jectoiy , scientists say. The nose cone had separated 
fromthe third stage of the missile and was entering the atmosphere

6000 metres per second. Radar scanners at Kwajalein and Meek 
islands were tracking he nosecone routinely. At about 20,000 
metres the radar .experts In the Pacific found they were also 
tracking an unidentified flying object next to the ICBM’s nose 
cone. Radar picked up an inverted saucer-shaped object to the 
right and above the descending nose cone and watched it cross 
the warhead’s trajectory to a point which was below and to the 
left of it before the phantom ship disappeared. The giost ship 
was described as being three metres high and twelve metres long* 
Two separate radar systems saw it at the same time, which may 
eliminate the probability that there was a malfunction in one of 
the radar systems. 

It vr.is also reported that three other identical objects 
were seen in the vicinity - the same size, shape and dimensions. 
Defence experts took their findings to the Army Missile 
Intelligence Agency, Army Missile Command, at Redstone, 

California. One scientist said the data indicated that the 
phantom ship "flew under its own power", but could not explain 
what sort of power was involved. So far, none of the experts 
here believe the ghost ship was a natural phenomenon caused by 
freak weather conditions or echoes commonly seen on radar screens .

"It was as though my head was splitting open. I thought the 
end of the world had come",, she said, , 

Then painful electric shocks: flashed through her. They :• we re 
much worse than shocks from household appliances. 

She said the vibrations of her body were overwhelming. Her 
face felt numb. Then she smelt something like a gas - "stronger 
than household gas". 

Kathleen slept through the ordeal, but Janine experienced 
the same sensations as her mother. They dragged Kathleen from 
the car and ran two miles to the home of Harvey Chappel who 
could plainly see Mrs. Richards had been badly frightened. 

Mr. Chappel and his brother Derek, drove the Richards back 
to their car. 

The light/and the smell had gone . The car started 
imnediately and the radio which had never given trouble before, 
worked perfectly again. The only unusual thing about the car 
was that the radiator was empty. 

At the time of Mrs. Richards harrowing experience, her 
husband was at home. He was waiting for herand the children. 

He looked in the general direction from which she would come 
and heard what he thought was a car roaring and saw a light 
shining. The next day they had their car, which was always kept 
in good condition, checked by a mechanic, he found it to be in 
perfect working order. Mrs.Richards had been ill since and her 
arms and fingers, which became swollen, are retuning to normal.

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NE RVOUS DUCKSHQQTER WATCHES HOVERING U FO 

Robert Nagle, a young married man of Noble Park, has reported to the Society his sighting of a 
hovering UFO near Lake Colman, about 25 miles from Sale. Mr. Nagle said that he was a keen duck shooter, 
often going on night shoots by moonlight. On Saturday night, March 23, 1974, he had been shooting in 
the early part of the night at Lake Wellington, and around midnight he decided to drive to another spot 
near Lake Colman. He arrived at this spot about one A.M., where he intended to spend the night. 

The moon was nearly full and a few clouds were about as he sat on the bonnet of his car for a 
few minutes idly watching the scene, when he suddenly glimpsed out of the corner of his eye an illumin¬ 
ated object descending from a cloud, moving from the north towards him. Turning to get a better look, 
he saw it become stationary and hover at a position he estimated to be about a half mile distant and 
about 100 feet altitude. 

He described the object as oval-shaped, and consisting of three '’stages' 1 , that is, the object 
appeared to be divided into three horizontal portions, one above the other. The upper two of these 
"stages" were glowing a "fiery orange", tne lower one, or "base", as he called it, being unlit. 

By the time the object had reached the hovering position, Mr. Nagle had become a little nervous, 
and he moved around to watch from behind the boot of his car. Shortly the object began to advance 
slowly towards him, so he immediately retreated on foot into the paddock behind his car. While the object 
was advancing, it had become tilted towards him, and he could then clearly see the unlit base By the glow 
from the other "stages". However, after about two seconds the object stopped advancing, so he decided to 
return to the car. Entering by a rear door, he retrieved his keys, unlocked the boot and got out his 
loaded shotgun, and slid into the back seat to watch further developments. 

The object was now in the horizontal position as he watched it from the car, and he was surprised 
to see what he first thought was a "beam of light" coming from the object down to the ground. Not having 
had his eyes on the object all the time, he had not seen how the "beam" had made its first appearance. 

The "beam" appeared to him to be of a constant thickness of about 10 feet, while the object itself he 
thought was 50 to 100 feet wide. The colour of the "beam" was the same orange as the glow of the object. 

A peculiar feature of the "beam" was that it did not extend from the object to the ground in a straight 
line, but emerged from ground level almost at 90 degrees, and curved over to enter the lower "stage" at 
the side. (Mr. Nagle was not right at the lake's edge, and he said that his vision was so obstructed 
that he could not actually see the bottom of the beam, that is, he was unsure whether the object was over 
land or water). During the time the "beam" was visible, the object appeared to be "unstable", or rocking 
slightly; by the time the "beam" had disappeared the object "stabilised" - the rocking ceased. When the. 
"beam" disappeared, it did so by vanishing progressively from the bottom upwards, so that it became 
shorter and shorter until its end receded into the object. 

As soon as the "beam" had disappeared, the bottom section of the object, which up to this time had 
been unlit, began to glow similarly to the other two. The object tilted to a 30 degree angle, moved up 
and down four or five times, and started to dim. 

By now, the object had been there for about ten minutes, and Mr. Nagle admitted that fear got the 
better of him; he decided he had seen enough of the strange object, jumped into the driver's seat and, 
with lights out, drove away across the paddocks, heading for Golden Beach,. He did not look back, and 
saw no more of the object. 


POLICEMAN CONFIRMS POSITIVE SIGHTING 

A Dubbo policeman has verified a sighting on June 27 by a young married couple at Mogriguy, 22% knu 
north of Dobbo... 

Mrs* Catherine Smith, 24, first sighted the UFO as she was helping her husband park a truck on a 
ramp near their lonely country home at 11 p.m. Still visibly shaken by the experience, she described the 
UFO this morning as "an incandescent ball, glowing more gold than white, with the light most intense 
towards the centre and dimishing towards the outside edges". Mrs. Smith said that it appeared to be very 
close at first, just above the trees. It was utterly Unnatural, unlike anything she had ever seen before 
in the night sky. It terrified her and she ran inside, calling to her husband, Kevin, 25. From the house 
she trained bimoculars on the orb of light and saw the illumination was most intense at the centre of a 
row of seven windows which extended the length of the UFO... Dubbo police were called, and Sen. Const. 

B. Carroll arrived at Mogriguy with Sen. Const. C. Long. Long reported by radio that the object "looked 
like one of those sputniks".

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ADVENTURE WITH AN INCREDIBLE BALLOON 

The strange story of three girls and a balloon was told in two articles in the Wollongong Mercury, 
29 and 30 July, 1974*,. 

Three teenage girls became hysterical when an unidentified flying onject "as big as a house" hovered 
about 30 feet above them near Camden at the weekend.,.Sydney Airport also tracked the object on radar from 
Camden towards Sydney before it headed north and disappeared... 

One of the girls, Sheryl Connolly, 15, yesterday described the objects "attack" on Gabrielle 
Martin, 14, of Cartwright; Roslyn Grimes, 16, of Mortdale, and herself in a paddock in Deepfield Rd., 
Catherine Field, 7 miles north of Camden. "It came over the trees in the south, making a kind of humming 
noise with a whistle", she said., "We were tending our horses at the bottom of the paddock, but we ran 
like mad when it stopped.above us". She said the. abject..vras, sieelroaloured and about the size of a house, 
with whirling white lights underneath, "Suddenly it dropped, and Roslyn and Gabrielle, who were directly 
beneath it, started screaming V$hery.I said. "Roslyn tripped over, and the thing stopped only a few feet 
above her before rising again" c She S3id the object covered the ground with a 50 foot circle of shimmer¬ 
ing light as it swept-over the paddock, across Deepwater Rd*, and high above a chicken farm. 

Mr* K* Nur-an, who owns the paddock, said the girls* raruscreaming into his house and barred all 
doors and windows. "They-vers absolutely petrified", he said. "They stacked tables and chairs against 
all the doors and took knives from the kitchen,. One of the. girls was in such an hysterical state she 
accidently cut her-shoulder with the knife 11 *,. 

Constable J* Walshe, of Camden police, who investigated the incident, , said, he had believed the 
girls 1 story. "You only had to look at them to see they had'not made it up. They were in a state of 
shock"... ,f I interviewed neighbours who said they also heard the noise... I have no reason to disbelieve 
their story and-expect a report from the RAAF after an -investigatitn has been completed".

-said a large balloon was bejrg tracked from Sydney Airport wlier it "disappeared" from the radar screen 
about 8.05 p*m. on Friday* He-said the balloon lost height over Camden,..but rose again soon afterwards.

MYSTERY HOLES IN THE GROUND 
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A circular depression about two metres in diameter and 30 cm. deep was discovered by Mr. George 
Nauschutz in a cultivated paddock on his grain farm at Jandowae, 150 Km. west of Toowoomba. Another five 
circular holes from 15 to 10 cm. in diameter plunge into the ground from the base of the depression. Const. 
N. W. Beikoff, of Jandowae, said he had examined the depression and holes, which had a grey stain on the 
inside which was not comparable with soil in the district. Samples had been taken and a soil conservationist 
could offer no explanation. Const. Beikoff said the holes in the ground were almost perfectly circular. An 
odd fact was that they changed direction under the ground. "There may be a simple explanation or perhaps it 
may never be explained", he said. 

Mrs. Nauschutz said yesterday a crop had been harvested and the ground had been ploughed recently. The 
holes in the ground were as neat as if they had been bored, but there was no dirt in sight from drilling.

MELBOURNE ARTIST CHECKS UP ON VON DANIKEN 

Lorraine White, member of the art department at Melbourne f s Emily McPherson College, visited Peru and 
Ecuador in March this year to try and check some of the claims made by author Erich von Daniken in his recent 
book, '£old of the Gods". In his book, von Daniken claimed that in Ecuador he met Juan Moricz, an Argentinian 
ethnologist living there, and at Moricz T s invitation, he explored " a gigantio system of tunnels, thousands of 
miles in length, and built by unknown constructors at some unknown date". According to von Daniken, he 
examined in one of'these caverns a fantastic collection of solid gold artifacts, and a library of metal plaques 
with indecipherable inscriptions, which he believed conveyed the true history of man T s origin. 

In an article in the Melbourne Herald (8/9/197*0, Miss White, who is interested in archaeology and 
comparative studies of ancient art forms, said, "I attended von Daniken T s lectures in Melbourne last year, 
where he claimed to have found f new evidence 1 for his theories, mainly in Ecuador. He showed a fantastic head 
he had been allowed photograph, which appeared to have a space helmet and transmitters. Its aesthetic content 
was so far in advance of any of the major civilisations that I felt I had to find out more about these people. 

I was looking at it from an artistic point of view". 

Miss White succeeded in gaining an introduction to Moricz, and she relates: "Juan Moricz talked to me 
privately for two or three hours and said that von Daniken had never entered those caves. But Moricz claims 
that the metal library does exist. It is ideographic on fine metal and contains incredible-information. He T s 
a very unassuming, quiet man and yet he says his discoveries, which he will reveal in due course, will revol¬ 
utionise all mankinds knowledge of his own origins". 

Miss White next visited Peru, where she was keen to see the strange formations on the Nazca plain. 

She managed to get herself a light aircraft trip to view the so-called "runways". For "the best $40 of my 
life", she flew for two hours over every single marking. "The thing that shocked me somehow was to see the 
drawings of three astronauts on the mountainside - the helmets, the sunrays - somehow I couldn’t get that out 
of my mind". 


HER AIM IS TO CONTACT A UFO 

Legana housewife Mrs. Urcula Curran wants to make contact with an unidentified flying object. 

"I am quite convinced that earth is not the only planet with life on it", Mrs. Curran said yesterday. 
"My big yen would- be to make contact with one of those things", she said. "I T m not afraid of them". 

Mrs. Curran said that she and her husband, Jeff, early yesterday morning watched a UFO at close' range 
for motr than two minutes in the Launceston suburb of Riverside. Mrs. Curran had just picked her husband up 
from work at Lqiinceston about 2 a.m. when they first saw the UFO. She said the object hovered over a power 
station at Riverside and then gradually moved awards her car. Mrs. Curran stopped the car as it approached, 
and when it was directly above her she noticed it was triangular shaped with round edges. She said she got 
out of the car and watched as the craft accelerated and headed south towards West Launceston. 

"It seemed to have two retractable skids about two metres long running just behind the two white under¬ 
side lights", she said. "They were hard up under the body and could have been a type of landing platform". 

She said the object emitted a powerful pulsating noise as it disappeared.

UFQ ILLUMINATES FISHING BOAT 

Bowen fisherman Doug Nicolson has sent the following note to his mother concerning a strange experience; 

Saw my first UFO in the night run between Cape Upstart and Cape Bowling Green. Beautiful thing, came 
-right over me then turned off. When first sighted it was coming straight towards me from dead ahead, 
beautifully lit all the time, but with a flashing blue and white light like a camera flash bulb only 
much larger. When it was overhead this flash lit my boat up so I could see everything on deck and 
even the planking on the side and after decks. Not only that, but it lit the water up with its flashes 
so that I could see the waves and ripples over a large area. I jumped out of the top hatch and made 

gestures to try and beckon it down low, but got no response. It then turned and flew towards Upstart 

Bay. I timed it, and had it for 10 minutes. It was no aeroplane because it was flying too low, and 
for one thing it carried no navigation lights as aircraft do; too brilliantly lit for another and such 
bright flashing lights as I T ve only seen with flash cameras. Anyway, the whole thing was too beau¬ 
tiful to be an aircraft; it did not affect my compass as some people claim.
